transmitting the upload begin response over the network; and 
receiving an [ASP] upload request that includes the identification and a data packet 
compri sing at least a portion of the print file. 
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22. (Previously presented) The method of claim 21, further comprising, on the server: 

storing the data packet; 

generating an upload response based on the upload request; and 
transmitting the upload response over the network. 

23. (Currently amended) The method of claim 21, further comprising, on the server: 

determining that the [ASP] upload request includes an error; 
generating an upload response indicating an error occurrence; and 
transmitting the upload response over the network. 

24. (Currently amended) The method of claim 23, further comprising, on die server, receiving a 
subsequent transmission of the [ASF] upload request. 

25. (Previously presented) The method of claim 24, further comprising, on the server: 

determining that the subsequent transmission includes an error; 
determining that a predetermined number of retry attempts have been performed; 
generating an upload resume request that includes the identification; and 
transmitting the upload resume request over the network, 

26. (Currently amended) The method of claim 21, further comprising, on the server: 

receiving an [ASP] upload complete response; and 
storing the print file in a network database. 
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27. (Currently amended) The method of claim 21, further comprising, on a client in the network 
the client : 

receiving a request to communicate the print file to the server atthe_upIoad_ manager : and 

with the_upload manager: 

generating the [ASP] upload begin request in response to the request; and 
transmitting the [ASP] upload begin request over the network. 

28. (Currently amended) A method of transm itting a print file over a network, the method 
comprising, on a client on the network: 

receiving a print request for a document fmm_an_er^licatio_ni 
generating the print file based on the documentjnj-esponsejo the print request: and 
automatically transferring the print file over the network in response to the print request 
using at least one of the HvoerText Transport Protocol (HTTP^ or the HvperText Transport 
Protocol Secure (HTTPS\ wherein the automatically transferring step includes: 

generating an a ct ive se r ve r p a g e (ASP) upload begin request for the print file; 

transmitting the [ASP] upload begin request over the network; 

receiving an upload begin response that includes an identification for the print file 
in response to the [A9PJ upload begin request; 

generating an [ASP] upload request that includes the identification and a data 
packet comprising at least a portion of the print fi le; and 

transmitting the [ASP] upload request over the network.
